For those of you who don’t know me, my name is Steve 
KO4QT and I’m running (unopposed) to be our Club’s

My Background:

Quartzsite AZ (a cross between an RV campout and a Ham 
Convention) and am_ Vice Director of HandiHams West 
working on our first year of providing a week-long Camp 
for those with Handicaps wanting to either upgrade their 
HAM licenses or get their Technician Licenses. 

I’ve been an Amateur Radio Operator since 1985 and 
have held an Advanced Class License since 1987. My radio 
background didn’t start with Amateur Radio though. Back 
in 1975 | joined the Army as a paratrooper and spent time 
in the 82" Airborne Division, 18"" Airborne Corps and 10" 
Special Forces Group. What was my job? | was a Radio 
Operator and worked CW/Voice/RTTY on HF/VHF/UHF 
(MOS O5C) in both tactical field environments and fixed 
stations using Collins, Drake, Yaesu and Harris Amateur 
Radio Equipment. My Army career also included work as 
an Infantry Division Tactical Communications Chief (MOS 
31V/31G).

tactical deployments (ARTEP) throughout the Division. I’m

A few weeks ago, | purchased a Wouxun KG-UV3D 
handheld transceiver from Ham Radio Outlet. An inexpen- 
sive commercial HT, these rigs seemed to be aimed at the 
commercial and amateur market. 

For $120, you get a 5-watt HT that covers two bands. 
Models are available that cover 2 meters and 440 or 2 me- 
ters and 220 MHz. The radio also boasts dual receive, an 
FM broadcast receiver, and even an LED flashlight. This 
radio is also FCC Part 90 certified, so it can operate on 
business frequencies, as long as you are using it with the 
correct license. This would have been incredibly useful 
when | was doing A/C work, trying to talk to co-workers 
on the ground. 

At first, | was worried that a $120 HT wouldn't be worth 
buying: and there are some tradeoffs you make for the 
price. However, | am happy with the radio, and | plan on 
adding a couple more to my fleet, so that | can keep one 
in the truck, at my house, and have a standby unit for un- 
expected situations. 

The radio itself is solidly made. The buttons on the face 
are larger than some other HT's, and the controls are fairly 
logically laid out. The power switch is an old-fashioned, 
effective turn of the volume knob. 

| love the drop-in charger. Being able to simply leave the 
radio on my desk and have it ready when | need it is very 
convenient, and the battery can be charged off the radio if 
need be. (Extra batteries and a 12v battery eliminator are 
all available through Powerwerx or HRO.) 

Programming the radio was also fairly straightforward: 
You can flip through the menu pages with the up/down 
buttons, press Menu to get to the setting row, then use 
the arrow buttons to change the value. Press Menu again 
to lock in the setting. 

The dual-receive function is very handy, as is the FM 
broadcast receiver. You can even monitor a repeater and 
listen to FM radio at the same time. If a call comes in on 2 
meters, the FM station is automatically muted. You can 
scan on one side of the receiver while monitoring a fixed

frequency on the other, but that's where things can get 
funky: there's no way to set the fixed frequency as the 
priority channel, so you have to stop scanning and switch 

Of course, the two big questions are: how well does it 
transmit, and how well does it receive? 

| have been getting good audio reports on the transmit 
side, and the receive audio is very good. It's very usable 
for any of the usual use cases for an HT, and with the 
hand-mic, it's even a rather convenient mini-base radio 
when you're at home: | use mine with an outdoor an- 
tenna at about 15' above the ground. 

Which brings me to people's concerns about this radio. 

The antenna connector is backward from most HT's, so 
you need a small coupler for aftermarket antennas. On 
the plus side, Powerwerx's BNC adapter sits flush on top 
of the radio, making it appear as if the BNC connector was 
actually standard equipment. 

The manual is horrible. | would love to see a better man- 
ual, but | was able to decode it well enough to properly 
program the rig. 

You also really need a computer to program this thing 
properly. Editing stored channels is a pain, and odd splits 
are a challenge to enter. Save yourself a headache and 
grab the programming cable. (It's absolutely required for 
the 6D, and it's a good option for the 3D.) 

HRO also carries the KG-UVE6D. This is a similar radio, but 
with some enhancements: It has 200 memory slots, and it 
can handle 2.5KHz tuning steps. It also requires a com- 
puter for the initial setup. 

In all, the KG-UV3D is a good transceiver for the price. 
The $120 price tag is the best I've seen for a 5 watt, dual 
band HT, and after using this radio for several weeks, | am 
more than happy with my purchase.
